FATAL 
STAGE 
ACCIDENT. 


Proceedings of Congress—Explosion in a 


Colliery-From "Pirate" to "Colum- 
bia"—Grasshopper Scourge. 


H. C. FKICK SHOT 


By a Russian Jew Known to be a Pro- 


nounced Anarchist. 


PrrrsBijBO, July 23.—At two this after- 


ternoon H. 0. Friob, manager of the 
Carnegie Company, was shot by a man 
named Alexander Berkman. He is 21 years 
of ago and lives here. He is a Bnsiian 
Jew and a supposed anarchist. He has 
been hanging aronnd the offioe for severs 
days. 


A boy noticed the man come in hurriedly 


from the outside and pass through the rail 
iog, bat before he ooald stop him tbi 
stranger had entered the private office. H 
sprang to within about five feet of Frick 
and quickly drawing a revolver palled tb 
trigger. 
The first oatridge did not ex 


plode, bat the second shot, entering tb 
back of Friok's neck, g'anced downwan 
and passed out below the arm pit. Frio! 
jumped to a window on Fifth avenue an 
tried to open it but couldn't. Berkman 
rushed up to him and again fired, the bal 
entering the left side of hie neck and pase 
ing around to a lodgment under the righ 
ear. 


At this moment Mr. Leiabman threw 


himself on the assassin and struggled to ge 
the revolver. He clutched the barrel anc 
turned the muzzle as the mun pulled - tb 
trigger again, the ball entering their oetl 
ing. 
The desperate man then drew 


dagger and attempted to stub Leishman 
Friok saw the gleam of steel and, althongl 
staggered by the shook of his wounds anc 
bleeding profusely, jumped between the 
men and seized Berkman's arm. 
The 


latter freed himself from Irishman's gras] 
and plunged the dagger into Frick's righ 
side just above the hip., making on ngl; 
wound three inches long. He made an 
other looge and this time the knife struo 
higher np, but the goiot struck a rib an 
glanced without inflicting much injury 
Twice again was the knife thrust at Friok 
but he was merely scratched. By this time 
the office clerks and Deputy Sheriff May 
entered. May had a drawn revolver and 
was about to shoot Berkman in the bad 
when Frick cried out, "Don't kill him 
we've got him all right. Leave him te the 
law." The man broke away and tried to 
escape, bnt was secured and taken to the 
station. 


In five minutes half a dozen surgeons 


were on band and Prick's wounds were 
qnickly attended to. 
He was calm, hat

message to Andrew Carnegie, about the as 
eanlt. At bis request all communication 
with his residence <ras shut off and his 
brother-in-law sent to inform his wife ant' 
to reassure her. She gave birth to a chile 
ton days ago and is still confined to her 
room, but though greatly distressed, bore 
herself bravely. After considerable dim 
oulty the bullet lodged in his neck was re- 
moved and Friok waa soon resting easier. 


The news created intense excitement and 


telegrams poured in on Friok from people 
high and low, from various parts of the 
country. At no time did he express fear 
as to his condition and after the removal 
of the bullet dictated a letter to his stenog- 
rapher and received reports about the con- 
dition of affairs at Homestead. 


NEW YOEK, July 23.—If the man locked 


up in Plitsbnrg for an attempt to murder 
II, C. Frick is Alexander Berkmao, form- 
erly of this city. He is an Anarchist of the 
most radical style. 
About six years ago, 


Berkman, who is a Russian Jew, came to 
this city from Wilna, Russia. He made 
himself conspicuous by his marked radical 
views against capitalists and, it is said, at- 
tempted to organize a group for the express 
purpose of 
going about 
the country 


to exterminate capitalists. 


In 1891 he secured a position in the 


composing room of the Treibier, Moat's 
paper, where he worked a short time. He 
has been idle about Anarchist haunts in 
this city for some time, The police are ol 
the opinion that Berkman was simply an 
agent of the Anarchists here and was sent 
to Pittsbnrg for the express purpose of 
killing Friok. Detective are working on 
the matter at this end.

an explosion of gas in the New York farm 
colliery this morning. 
Nine are known 


to be killed; three are missing and probi 
bly dead. 
At least ten are badly bnrned 


and some will die. 


The explosion was caused by the gai 


feeder being broken into and ignited by i 
lamp. The explosion wag terrific and com 
pletely closed the gangway, shutting in a 
number of men besides those known to b< 
killed. 


The tunnel and gangways in different di 


reotiona are filled np with debris and i 
will take many d»ju to clear it away 
Workmen in distant parts of the mine saj 
the noise and force of the explosion wa 
terrible. 


Mi-n five hundred yards away wer 


thrown to the ground. As soon as an en 
trance could be made to the mine a reson 
ing party was set to work. 


The first bronght to the surface were th

Tlie Franckiso for Englishwomen. 


Lady Henry Somerset's visit to Amer- 


ica has already had great results. It has 
brought home to her own mind an over- 
whelming ponvicti'on that women must 
play an active and pi'ominent part in all 
moral reforms, and that they can never 
fully exert their legitimate influence un- 
less ttxey enjoy the parliamentary as well 
as the municipal franchise. Under the 
influence of this conviction Lady Henry 
has effected something like a revolution 
in the British Women's Temperance as- 
sociation. She has persuaded them to 
favor women's suffrage, with a view to 
more active temperance effort than tem- 
perance women in this country have 
hitherto made. Under the same deep 
conviction she herself has consented to 
be one of the progressive candidates for 
the executive committee of the Ladies' 
Liberal National association. 


The progressive candidates are all in 


favor of making women's suffrage an es- 
sential part of the work of the organiza- 
tion. Lady Henry Somerset has seen 
that women in America have in aomo 
directions rendered greater services to 
temperance reform and other moral 
movements than the women of England 
have hitherto attempted. There is every 
prospect that under her wise and power- 
ful initiative we are about to see a great 
development of women's work in the 
direction of Christian legislation.—Lon- 
don Methodist Times.
